Our most northerly neighbor, the 
Eskimo, is, according to the reports of 
various explorers, gradually dying out, 
and at the same time is rapidly adopt- 
ing the implements, and utensils, and 
customs of the white man. In spite of 
this fact, little or no attempt is being 
made to obtain and preserve records of 
early customs, in shape of articles of 
dress, hunting, fishing, warfare, means 
of transportation, or objects which 
would indicate their religious customs. 
All these would be interesting, and‘ as 
the years roll by, will become of great- 
er educative value. A great man may 
be memorialized by his writings, his 
sculpture, or other lasting works, but 
the life and customs of the Eskimo will 
be memorialized only by those articles 
made and used by his race. 

Now is the time to construct this 
memorial. Now is the fime to obtain 
those blocks out of which a future mem 
orial may be constructed. It is not for 
us to wait until he has passed out, or to 
wait until he has abopted ways of fish- 
ing, hunting, living, and even worship- 
ping from the white man. 

It is true the National Museum at 
Ottawa has obtained much through the 
recent Artic exploration expedition, and | 
from earlier explorers, with which to| 
build a lasting national museum of the |

Alberta includes the National high- 
way to the Arctic, and Edmontonis the 
nearest city to the happy fishing ground 
of the Eskimo, It is therefore fair to 
assume that within Alberta would be 
preserved many relics which would be 
of historical value, relics from the 
Eskimo. There may be many private 
collections of Eskimo curios, but these 
can be seen and studied only by a few 
casual fortunate individuals. A great 
benefit can be obtained from such a col- 
lection as this, stored in a public in- 
stitution, which the public has the 
privilege to visit at any time. 

The University of Alberta has started 
such a memorial, and it is hoped that 
other material will be added to this col- 
lection shortly, This exhibit, which is 
now in the Geological Museum in charge

This Eskimo exhibit, through 
still small, consists of many represent- 
ative articles from both the Coronation 
Gulf Eskimaux and from those of Her- 
schel Island, The former collection, 
which is the larger, was donated by 
Mr. J. Hornby, who has spent some 
years among the Eskimaux, and is now 
jin Articlands. The latter was present- 
,ed by Dr. Wilson, who has spent some 
time among the Herschel Island Eskim- 
aux. 

This exhibit consists of various fish- 
ing and hunting implements made from 
bone, hide, drift wood, and from native 
copper, which is found in extensive de- 
posits on the Coppermine River. Snow 
knives of native copper, bows, and cop- 
per-poiuted arrows of different designs 
for diffgrent kinds of game, drills, 
needles, horn dishes, skinning knives, 
| ugyuk of bearded seal, fur garments, 
and many other &tensils are also in- 
cluded. 

The Herschel Island Eskimaux ap- 
| pear to differ markedly from the Cor- 
onation Gulf Eskimaux in that they 
have made use of nails and pieces of 
wire in manufacturing their fishing 
implements. These articles can be 
more readily obtained from mhite men 
at this point. It is to be hoped that 
increased interest will be taken in the 
Eskimo, and that an attempt will be 
made to precure much material of value 
from this fast decreaing race.

Not long ago a manufacturing comp- 
any of internatfonal renown held a con- 
vention of its selling forces. To this 
convention it invited, as principal 
speaker, the head of what is perhaps 
the biggest business school in the 

| United States. 

| The topic assigned to him was sales 

| manship, and no doubt it was expected 

‘he would detail for his expert audience 
novel methods in disposing of goods. 
Instead, he virtually confined himself 
to discussion of a single business prin- 
ciple, which he thus set forth: 

“There is only one kind of stuff out 
of which the foundation of lasting bus- 
}iness success can be built, and that is 
| confidence. 

“There is only one sustaining power 

| of confidence, and that is satisfaction 


of the other fellow. 

“‘And just as there is only one sus- 
taining power of the bedrock and found- 
ation of abuilding (the earth), so there 
is only one sustaining power of confid- 
ence and satisfaction, and that is ex- 
cellence of service to the other man. 

‘*‘When we trace successful business 
to the heart of it we always find this 
one concept—service. It is the fund- 
amental! law of life.’’ 

I do not know what the expert aud- 
ience who listened to his address thought 
of it. But I do know that, particularly 
in these days of social turmoil, address- 
es like it cannot too often be given 
where¥er workers of any kind are met 
together. 

For the law of service is not merely 
vital to business success. It is vital to 
human welfare in the mass asin the 
individual. 

And if discontent and unrest are 
widespread today—as they undeniably

vital, basic law of service. 

Not to serve but to get is their motto. 
Big profits, big wages, short hours, 
little effort are the ideals by whicn 
they chart their lives. 

“*Everybody’s doing it, so why should- 
n’t I?’’ they unan‘mously demand in 
self-excuse. The best answer to which 
is the manifest stress and misery the 
“getting easy’’ policy has imposed on 
the world. 

And, indeed, even the most ardent 
practitioners of ‘‘getting easy’’ know 
full well that life is strangely lacking 
in satisfaction to them.

BUG EAT BUG

Careless thoughtless driving of motor 
cars have cost the lives of many people 
and millions of dollars damage since 
the auto came into general use in the 
United States and Canada. The rail- 
roads of both countries have been forc- 
ed to pay out large sums of money in 
damages. 

It should be remembered by all driv- 
ers of motor cars that a train has to 
run on tracks and that a motor car has 
a certain amount of freedom in this re- 
gard. It should be remembered that a 
motor car can be stopped within a few 
feet while it often takes far more than 
one hundred yards for a train to stop. 
Always look before crossing a railroad 
and be sure to approach the crossing at 
“a speed such that allows you perfect 
control of your machine. 

The growing list of fatalities from 
motor cars is alarming. In the United 


States it has reached such a stage that | 


the public is crying out against it and 
in some cities some noyel plans of pun- 
ishment have been putin force. In 


Chicago speeders are sentenced to make 
a slow trip through the morgue under | 


the guidance of a deputy coroner. In 
Youngstown, Ohio, speeders are sent- 
enced to hold watch beside the dead 
body of their victim or at the hospital 
bedside of the injured victim. 
York City makes the speeders go 
through practically the same procedure 
on arrest that they would the most dar- 
ing criminal. Photographs and finger 
prints are taken and a ‘‘rogues’’ gallery 
is maintained,

A motorist may plainly 
be beyond his rights by speeding, by 
thrusting his car over a crossing, or by 
| driving on the wrong side of the road.

A swiftly moving train cannot stop 
as quickly as a motor car and a pas- 
senger train carries a heavier load of 
human frieght than many motor cars 
can do. Motorists should constantly 
remember this. They should slow down 
and look for approaching trains. Aj} 
few minutes at a railway crossing may | 
save yonr life. It may save the lives 
of many passengers. 

An engineer will probably be made 
unfit when he hits your motor car. 
Statistics prove that many engineers 
become physically unfit for their posi- 
tions through just such accidents, It 
takes away their nerves. 


U.S.A. STATISTICS 


According to the annual report of the 
National Highway Protective Society, 
dated January 1, 1918, there were 455 
persons killed by automobiles on the 
national highways of New York state 
including New York City, in 1912 and 
837 persons killed by automobiles on 
these highways in 1917—an increase of 
approximately 100 per cent. in five 
years. The Society’s report furnishes 
proof, besides railroad experience and 
records, that this railroad grade cross- 
ing slaughter was due to recklessness 
and the assesting companions, who al- 
most invariably accompany drivers, and 
that these are the factors to be dealt 
with vigorionsly and rigorously if there | 
is to be a cessation of street and rail- 
road grade crossing aecidents. 

The alarming increase in the number 
of accidents to motor at highway cross- 
ings with the attending shattering of | 
the nerves of enginemen and their in- | 
capacitation fur the very responsible | 
duties of their positions caused the IlIl- 
inois Central Railroad Company some- | 
time ago, to have observations made 
at certain highway crossings on their 
system for the purpose of noting the 
conduct of persons about to cross their | 
track.
